Under the federal re­ 
serve bunk act. each of the 12 federal 
reserve banks will

advances 
from the federal reserve board in the 
form of federal reserve notes, a dis­ 
tinctly new 
sort 
of 
paper 
money. 
Commercial paper will

collateral 
advanced by the various banks as se­ 
curity for these notes. 
Comptroller of

liams has samples of this new paper 
money now under 
consideration.
